Today, Yonday February 25, 1946, in the 10th Battalioa Infantry, 
Batevia, appeared before me, Hendrik Jan Hil, Superintendent of 
folice. the person krown to ms called:

On rch 31. 19/2, I was transported, together with the 
other 40.8 to DJ.TI NJIGGOR, 10 barracks on @ rubber estate, where We 
“ere ascommodated, Every morning the Jepanese made a roll call and nearly 
every ‘orning a few »ersons ‘.s micaing, At the end of Spril an order 
cam off, thet those sho escaped from a camp and wre arrested, wuld 
be executed imnedictely. 

Oa May 4, 1942, the rumour virculeted in the camp that six 
people had been erestet who had been escaping, aid that at present they 
were incarcerated in the Japanese guard house. They were three Eurasiens 
and three Javazeya. One of the Europeans vas called SUIl. I can not 
remenber the names of the others. 

In the evening of Vay h, 1942, we heard that the execution 
would take place the next morning, “e etill considered this to be a joke. 
‘e did not realise the gravity. Next morning at ebout 9 or 10 o'clock 
I heard that somebody “as looking for 4 Uatholic capable of edminister- 
ing the last sa Li t it a 
certain moment 
houses ‘heir hands were tied on their back and they were mutually 
connected by a ropee A little outside the camp they were put with their 
bavks towards a sort of trench (about 1 meter deep) which had been 
dug the day before. nen I vent avay because I aid not sant to see 
what was going to happea. Hardly had I arrived in my barracks when I 
heard strident screans of one of theprisoners, who called *‘ampoen" 
("pardon"). Later I heard that this had teen StIT, from the people who 
had assisted et everything from tae beginning. Prompted by an irre- 
pressible urge I ran outside and saw the executed men. Although I vas 
at 50 meter's distance from the trench, I saw clearly how the Japs, armed 
with rifles and bayonets, took fighting pose, moving the point of their 
bayonet at the height of the heart, apparently in order to aim. Then 4 
raw shout of commani and the bayonets transfixed the todies of the five 
prisoners lined vp in front of the trench, wh, by the forse of the 
tlaust, fell backwards into the pit. In front of every prisoner there 
vas a Japanese soldier. Then I turned avay, for I could not stand the 
loud groans of one of the oxecuted, ran back to my varrack-room and 
heard eleven rifleshots. Atl of the above I sav personally. 

I heard that Major Vail BA. “L, then camp commander, had done 
his utmost to obtain clemency from the Japanese commander, in which he 
had only succeeded for one Javanese, because the latter had indeed es- 
caped from the camp, but remained in the jnmediate neigxbourhood for 3 
or 4 days and reported of his own accord. 

The Javanese commanier, a first lieutenant, whose name I don't 
remember, behaved decently in this matter. I also heard that he offered 
apologies to Major Viu' Bi EL, put that he had to submit to orders from 

the higher authorities et 3.NDOENG. ‘Further T heard from—Geme-fe - 
rc ® that. who h Afea in this execution 
had indicated by gestures that So the exscltrorttey-ned been obliged
